A further amendment, offered by Sen- 
ator Gore, limiting the free importation 
of sugar from the Philippine islands to 
two years, was lost by a vote of 25 to 43. 

Senator Dick proposed an amendment 
striking out all reference to tobacco and 
cigars in the Philippine amendment. It 
was defeated. By a vote of 42 to 48 the 
Senate then adopted the committee's 
amendments which will permit the im- 
portation free of duty from the Philip- 
pine Islands of 300900 tons of sugar, 
1,000,000 pounds of tobacco and 70,000,- 
000 cigars annually.

“I therefore recommend an amendment 
to the tariff bill, imposing upon all cor- 
porations and joint stock companies for 
profit, except national banks (otherwise 
taxed), savings banks, and building and 
loan associations, an excise tax measured 
by 2 per cent on the net income of such 
corporations. This is an excise tax upon 
the privilege of doing business as an 
artificial entity and of freedom from 
a general partnership liability enjoyed 
by those who own the stock. I am in- 
formed that a 2 per cent tax of this 
character would bring into the treasury 
of the United States not less than $25.- 
000,000. 

“The tax on net income is preferable 
to one proportionate to a percentage of 
the gross receipts because it is a tax 
upon.success and not failure. It imposes 
a burden at the source of the income at 
a time when the corporation is well 
able to pay, and when collection is easy. 

“Another merit of this tax is the fed- 
erai supervision which must be exercised 
in order to make the law effective over 
the annual accounts and business trans- 
actions of all corporations. While the 
faculty of assuming a corporate form 
has been of the most utility in the busi- 
ness world, it is also true that substan- 
tially all of the abuses and all of the 
evils which have aroused the public to 
the necessity of reform were made pos- 
sible by the use of this very iaculty. 

“If now, by g perfectly legitimate and 
effective system of taxation, we are in- 
cidentally able to. possess the govern- 
ment and the stockholders and the pub- 
lic of the knowledge of the real business 
transactions and the gains and profits 
of every corporation in the country, we 
have made a long step toward that su- 
pervisory control” of corporations which 
may prevent @ a further abuse of power.”

ion of students admitted with conditions have always been pub- 
lished in the president’s.annual reports. The requirements for admis- 


sion, pO far from being relaxed, have been made more and more strict as 
tests of intellectual ability. Both the Harvard rules and their adminis- 


tration have been perfectly understood by the Carnegie foundation. 

It retnains only to be added that, while our schools, colleges and 
universitjes are proper subjects for legitimate criticism, allegations 
calculated to reflect on the integrity of their management should ‘be 
made only on the strength of irrefutable testimony.

: been reported of Jate on the part of both 
| Japan and Germany in-establishing wireless 
ie | stations om many of the islands of the 
| || Pacific, from Australia to Sakhalin, and a 
commercial enterprise is preparing-a complet¢ 
chain from Vladivostok to Aden; But most important of all is the 
opening of China’s furthermost confines; which is impending through 
the installation of a wireless system reaching to the borders of 
Afghanistan. . 

This plan is part of the present movement of reasserting Chinese 
sovereignty in Thibet, Turkestan, Mongolia and Manchuria. In the 
absence of railroads it is the only thing that can overcome the great 
obstacle to:Chinese sovereignty—distance. Telegraph lines are out 
of the question because disproportionately expensive. 

Chinese sovereignty reasserted will not, however, solve the ques- 
tion of those remote provinces whose final possession until a relatively 
recent date seemed very uncertain, What will settle the point defi- 
nitely is colonization. This the! Chinese government has grasped 
and a system of settling Chinese agriculturists among the tribes of 
the huge dependencies has been initiated. In this great undértaking 
the wireless will prove an unrivaled meats of direction and super- 
vision by the central authorities, but above all it will remove the popu- 
lar ignorance of the conditions obtaining in those distant parts, which 
has so long prevented the natural relief of Chima’s congested popula- 
tion through emigration to the west. One of the whexpected results 
of this trek will be the amalgamation of the northerner with the 
southerner, meeting on the western plains, while the movement will 
either absorb or displace the nomad tribes. 

The ,wireless message alone will make farther China’s rapid 
colonization possible. And colonization will solve the problem of 
congestion as well as that of race antagonism.
